Farmer* SKould Be Careful Not to 


Buy rjnnecejwary Machinery. 


If the farmer goes to the city to buy 


his farm implements he finds th«m in 
such great variety that it is very diffi- 
cult for him to determine which will 
prove best tor his particular farm. 
When a farmer can do so, it is a safer 
way to get a \ance to try a machine 
before purchasing it. Even tben he 
may make a mistake, and buy one that 
is liable to get out of order, or is so 
constructed that some parts of it will 
wear out in a short time. Fortunately 
for the f;irmers, the manufacturers of 
agricultural implements are much more 
particular in constructing and finishing 
machines now than they were fifteen or 
twenty yaars ago, ao that now there is 
not the risk in purchasing agricultural 
implements that there formerly was; 
but the improvement in the work on 
the machines has kept the price up 
where it makes it very burdensome for 
the small farmer to buy a complete set 
of improved farm implements; many 
farmers do not feel that they can afford 
it, so they nse their old ones; thus 
the large farmers have the advan- 
tage over the small farmers, unless 
several small farmers unite together 
and purchase a set of improved im- 
plements. This may he done to good 
advantage in good neighborhoods, but 
there is always danger of having some 
one of the number thus united who is 
go selfish that it is very difficult, if not 
impossible, to get along with him nn- 
less he is given his own way as to when 
and how he will use tiie machines oi 
joint ownership. In some neighbor- 
hoods it is the better way for each 
farmer to bny a different implement 
and let the use of it to. the others wto 
have a different machine which they 
can let hiin; in this way each fanner 
is master over his own property. H 
it were only the cost of die machines 
that the farmer has to meet, a much 
larger number would be able to buy a 
fullset; but it is important that all farm 
implements should be housed, so extra 
store-room has to be built at an expense 
that often equals, if it does not exceed, 
the cost of the implements; then there 
are the repairs and taxes to meet, all of 
which the farmer has to consider when 
he settles the question as to what num- 
ber of improved implemento he will 
buy. 
This question comes up every 


spring, and is usually decided by th« 
amount of cash or credit the farmer 
possesses, and not by the real saving 
which he can mate.—Massachusetts 
Ploughman.

dinner ready for them In the cottage. 
After dinner the President gave some 
more time to his mall, which consisted of 
letter* from Buffalo, Indianapolis, Chi- 
cago, Washington and other points 


About half-past eight o'clock ex-Sena- 


tor and Mrs. Davis called and spent an 
hoar with the newly married couple. Aft- 
er their departure the cottage was closed 
for the night.

A Canadian Veuel Detained at Chicago 


Under Peculiar Circumstance*. 


CHICAGO, June 4. — The Canadian steam 


barge Nlplgon arrived here yesterday In a 
sinking condition, and under circum- 
stances possessing peculiar interest In 
view of the clashing between the Ameri- 
can ancl.Canucllan maritime interests. Her 
crew were completely worn out by exces- 
sive labor at the pumps, and were almost 
ready to give up the light to keep the ves- 
sel afloat. The Nipigon was loaded with 
stone at Vert island, Lake Superior. 
While proceeding toward Sault St. Marie 
she was o\ertaK«n by a severe northerly 
gale which shook her up so badly that 
she began to leak . Captain Oor.lou, wish- 
Ing to get to Chicago with all possible 
haste, did not stop at Mackinaw or She- 
boygan, as the law requires, to report the 
entrance of his vessel Into American 
waters. He says he did not want to risk 
the chance of a delay, however slight, 
because his vessel was In altogether too 
had a plight, and the lives ol his crew 
might have been endangered. 


The law says ttiat a foreign vessel 


about to enter American waters must re- 
port the lact to the collector ol the first 
United States port on her route and ob- 
tain from him permission to continue the 
trip. 
The penally for violation of the 


statute is uothing less than forfeiture of 
the vessel and cargo. Yesterday the cap- 
tuin called upon Collector Seeberger, to 
v> honi he related the story of his vessel's 
condition, and the necessity of reaching 
Chicago or some other port where there 
Is a dry <lock without delay. Under Col- 
lector Seeberger's advice Captain Conlan 
prepared a statement of the facts and for- 
warded tt to the Treasury Department. 
Until Collector Seeberuer hears from 
Washington nothing will be done here 
but the Nlpigon will not be allowed to 
leave port. 


Vice and Justice Arrested For Attempt- 
inn Train-Wrecking. 


RICHMOND, 
Ind., June 4.—A 
man 


named Vice was arreuted at Windfalen 
yesterday morning for causing the wreck 
at that place Monday night of the Chica- 
go train on the Pan-Handle road. He 
confessed that he did the job, and gave 
the names of two others who assisted. 
All have been jailed in default of 910,000 
bail. The leader of the party gave his 
name as Justice. 


The President's Wedding Announce- 


ments—Yesterday and To-IJay— 


Congressional. 


Sacretary Manning1'» Eeilpnatlon. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—Secretary Man- 


ning's letter of resignation, dated May 
20, and the President's reply under date 
of June 1, were made public yesterday 
afternoon. The Secretary says his reasons 
for this decision are both public and per- 
sonal. He has not jet attained the full 
recovery of his health, and it Is not be- 
fitting that a department of the Govern- 
ment so difficult and ao Important as the 
Treasury portfolio should be adminis- 
tered by a convalescent. 


The President, in reply, earnestly re- 


quests the Secretary to accept a leave of 
absence until the Urst day of October 
next, and asks that final conclusion upon 
the acceptance of his resignation may be 
delayed until the effects of continued rest 
and freedom from official cares upon Mr. 
Manning's condition may be better tested. 
The President concludes by hoping that 
Mr. Manning will consent to this sug- 
gestion, and trusting that encourage- 
ment toward restoration to health may 
continue. 
Se cretary Manning, acquiescing in the 
President's request to lay aside the 
Treasury portfolio and the cares of office 
for several months, will leave Washing- 
ton to-day for Warm Springs, Bath Coun- 
ty, Va., remaining there for a week or 
two. 
He will probably spend the greater 


part of the summer farther North. 


The President'^ Wedding Announce 
ments. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—The White 


House was open to visitors as usual 
to-day, but every trace of the wedding 
decorations had disappeared and there 
was nothing in the appearance of the 
mansion to recall the ceremony.

A. Determined Effort to Hove 


Cars Thwarted By 


Strikers' Wives, 


Who Place Themselves and Their Babes 


Upon the Track in Front of 


the Locomotive. 


The Most Difficult Undertaking the Chi- 


cago Police Have Encountered 


For Many a Day. 


CHICAGO, June 5.—At ten o'clock yes- 


terday morning un engine of the R. T. 
road was sent to Cimimings to attempt 
to move the lour cars loaded with rails 
made by new men. The removal was 
prevented In a peculiar way. Women 
and children to tiie number of 200, the 
wives and families of former employes, 
assembled around the terminus of the 
railroad tracks. When the engine ap- 
proached there was a rush to where the 
loaded cars were standing. Mothers 
grouped 
their little ones along the 
track some distance ahead of the first 
freight car, and packed them according 
to age along the rails, the youngest to- 
ward the approaching engine, the moth- 
ers and grown-up daughters taking the 
rear. The engineer steamed up slowly a 
short distance, but seeing the living 
breathing obstacle on the track, reversed 
and returned to South Chicago. 


Then the women dispersed, aud oc 


their retuin jeered and abused the rep 
resentatlves of the company at the nail- 
work's gate, calling them most oppro- 
brious names, the police by their pres. 
ence only preventing the Infliction ol 
violence oy the infuriated women. 


At two o'clock, when the engine ap- 


peared again, fully two thousand women 
and children were thronging the tracks 
and apparently as determined as before 
Sixty police from Hyde Park had come 
down in the meantime. The women 
feeling sure they would not be clubbed, 
refused to move, or moved very slowlj 
when told to do so, and closed up again 
>n the tracks, unless absolutely held back 
ay tne officers. For some time great ex- 
:ltement prevailed. The police finally 
mcceeded In getting the women away 
from the tracks without resorting to 
larsh measures, but the attempt to move 
lie cars was abandoned. More of the 
tame kind oi trouble is expected to-day.

Jsh and Italian, There might be some lew 
Senators who knew what a grammer was, 
[laughterl. No doubt the distinguished and 
learned polyglot Senator from New York 
(Mr. 
Evans) knew tbe English language. 
The American language was good enough 
lor us— laiis;hter|. 
Mr. Conger created some amusement by 
delicate allusions to the Presidential aspira- 
tions of Senators, and though he disclaimed 
being an alarmist, he warned Senator* that 
It was dangerous to permit any tampering 
•with the weights and measure* of our people 
In tavor ol lorelgn method*. 
After an explanation of tbe Item by 
Messn. AHNcin and Evarts. Mr, Conger 
moved to strike It out. This motion was re- 
jected—yeas, 1—Mr. Conger, nays, 42. iGreat 
laughter.]

The Speaker laid before the House a com 
munication from the Secretary of 
War 
recommending the appropriation of $90,000 
for the construction of guns. 
Mr. Cox (H. C.) called up the report, rela- 
tive to the appropriation for the Improve- 
ment of the levee at Jeffersonvllle, Indiana. 
Accompanying the report Is a resolution 
dismissing Assistant Doorkeeper I/. F. War- 
der from the service ol the House. 
Mr. Ward, of Indiana, offered as a substi- 
tute a resolution declaring the charges not 
sustained by the evidence, that It Is 1m- 
Broper for any officer or employe of the 
ou»e to seek to Influence, dfrectly or In- 
directly, legislation; and that the Action of 
Warder as agent of the city ol Jeffersonville 
at a time when he was an employe of tbe 
House in securing the service of an attorney 
for the purpose of influencing legislation 19 
disapproved by the House. 


Mr. Cox, In favoring tbe adoption ol the 
resolution reported by the committee, re- 
viewed tbe pamphlet Issued by E. John 
Ellis, Joseph E. McDonald and Philip B 
Thomson In support ol Warder's case. He 
asserted that ex-Senator McDonald's name 
had been fixed to the document without his 
knowledge for the purpose of bringing that 
gentleman's Influence to bear upon thi 
House. Mr. Cox said that Warder had 
brought dishonor on the House, and was re 
sponslble for It. The question before the 
House to-day was whether it would publish 
to the world that an employe who confesses 
that he had received $1,350 for the purpose o 
Influencing legislation, was worthy to oc 
cupy his position. 
Mr. Ward (Ind.) opposed the resolution o 
the committee. The committee had foun< 
Warder guilty on mere suspicion, because 
he had employed a disreputable man, while 
there was no proof that Warder knew tha 
he was disreputable. He earnestly appealed 
to the House not to send a man who had al 
ways been regarded as upright and honor 
able, forth to the world, a branded man 
upon such evidence as was presented by th 
committee on civil servlpe reform. 
Mr. Spooner (H. I.) sustained if he findings 


of tbe committee. 
Mr. Gallinger (N. H.) critic!zed the com 
mlttee for its report exonerating Stealej 
and condemning Warder. Botb were equal 
ly censurable. 


Mr B'eoXInrldge (Ky.) maintained that th 
judgment reached by the committee was no 
warranted by the evidence. 
Mr. Daniel (Va ) said that Warder's action 
In the matter was grossly Improper, but 1 
could not be held to partake of criminality 
nor which requlred'the-visitation or a severe 
jmdgment. It was too harsh and severe a 
judgment to degrade a oltixen so far as to 
dismiss him from public service. 


Mr. Farquahar (N. Y.) defended tbe report 
of the committee. 
Mr. Wadsworth (Ky.) maintained that th 
finding ot the committee was not justtflec 
by the facts. 
Mr. Brown (Ind.), upon whose Invitation 
the Investigation was made, sustained th 
report ol the committee, and ran over In re 
view the circumstances attending tne rals 
Ing of the money in Jeflersonvllle; the for 
.warding of It to Warder, and Warder's em 
ployment of Lawyer Hill. 
Mi Howard (Ind ) opposed the report, and 
testified to the high character of Mr. War 
der. 


After some further discussion Mr. Ward 
(Ind.) withdrew his resolution, and Mr 
Gates, (Ala.) offered In lieu thereof, a reso 
lutlon declaring the conduct of Luther F 
Warden, being at the time an employe o 
the House, in receiving money from the cltv 
of Jeffersonvllle, Ind., to employ counsel to 
Influence legislation of Congress, was a gross 
Impropriety; and expressed the emphatli 
condemnation of the House thereof; bu 
stating that the evidence adduced, la the 
opinion of the House does not require hi 
expulsion from the office he holds. 
The House then went Into committee of th^ 
whole on the Legislative,* Executive am 
Judicial Appropriation bill, but the commit 
tee remained in session only a few mo 
ments.

O'Britu W»H greidv ex-is 
perutel, and had to be pulled oB' his vic- 
tim, 
who died almost instantly.

Un carno 
to Decatnr iu tue spring of 1SK">, nod 
earned a precarious livelihood by nieiul- 
ing umbrellas, One afternoon be stolf n 
horse from near the Hotel Brunswick 
It was the property ot George Kelly, « 
farmer, and was valnud lit 8100. Colouei 
MathiBB followed the thief to n point 
near Harristown, and captured the horse 
and thief, bringing both back to Decntiir. 
O'Brien waa indicted. He wiis defended 
by Lawyer I. D. Wulker, before Judge 
Wilt.ii], and Walker endeavored to stiow 
that his client weis insane. The jurymen 
wore (I A. Tuttle, John Kaylor, J. IJ A. 
Odor, Samuel Leonard, J. H. Durfep, W. 
H, Shorb, T. J. Hughes, W. A. Holnann, 
John H. Houver, Georpe Enaley, Stanley 
March find J. O. Auer. Tlie witncwos 
against the prisoner were J. S. Hewfn, 
George Kelley, Cl. MstbiBH, Fred Mattel, 
John Heddenberg and W. J. Kelly. The 
jury found O'Brien guilty of grnml lir 
ceny, and fixed his term at Juliet at Ihrep 
years.

elders," 


who do not work themselves, but give 
their time to the maintenance of order 
They each receive two hundred rubles 
per month, and are elected by the parent 
organization 
These twelve "elders" 


form the local police, and are selected 
from amongst the dust purchasers, sup- 
ply merchants, etc 


The diggings are on Chinese soil, but 


the seekers do not fear interference 
from the authorities of that country, 
because "their" rich valley is totally 
inaccessible to troops Neither do these 
far-away gold hunters trouble them- 
selves ag to what Russia may say They 
fear nothing, and are governed by their 
own laws, which are exceedingly sim- 
ple. But they are severe Cheating at 
gambling, the adulteration or misrep- 
resentation of the richness of dust of 
fered for sale, theft or pillage, drunk- 
enness daring the hours of labor, are 
offenses punishable by death Insubor- 
dination and quarreling aie punishable 
by compulsory labor 
>Vith such laws 


there is good government, and very 
generally peaee and industry reign 


The Russians, as a class, are peace- 


able enough, but when aroused they 
are ferocious Already there have been 
three deaths by assassination (on ac- 
count of Chinese women) and two 
criminal deaths, one by hanging and 
the other, an inventive Hebrew who 
mixed brass filings with some dust he 
sold, and was ordered beaten to death 
with thin iron rods 
The fellow who 


wag hung was convicted of cheating at 
cards 
There are five "hotels" and 


twenty-two shops of various kinds in 
the diggings. The prices for provis- 
ions ananecessanes are not high, save 
for strong dnnk, which, as m all min- 
ing countries, is looked upon as one of 
the "necessaries " 


These mines, or rather placers, are 


exceedingly rich, and, with even the 
C 


nitive pan washing, gome workers 
e secured over one hundred and 


nfty dollars per day 
No work, it 


seems, can be done in summer, in con- 
sequence of an overflow of the rivers 
and streams In winter, however, labor 
goes on with great vim. 


The Chinebe Government has de- 


manded of the C/ar of Russia tbat he 
withdraw all his people and those of 
other nationalities from tbe country, 
and Alexander has rec;nested the ad- 
venturers to withdraw, but they do not 
heed the order 
What toe upshot is to 


be no one can tell 
Russia has no 


power over people not on her soil, and 
China does not appear to be able to re- 
move them 
All along the Amoor are 


hosts of Chinese, but they and their 
women (of whom there are many) cling 
to the "adventurers" as against their 
ruler 
The Americans are reported as 


being the real opponents of both Russia 
and China, and their dailv advice is to 
"hold the fort."—St. Petersburg Cor 
Chicago Mail.

Discipline In th* Geman Ar 


The German army is probtWy the 


most splendidly-trained armed organi- 
zation upon which the fun kaa ever 
shone. And well it may be, wnsider- 
ing the care expended upon its main- 
tenance. Society here in general haa 
just been startled by certain measures 
which have been adopted m the inter 
ests, M is averred, of discipline and 
morale 
These measures involve noth- 


ing less than the sentencing of an en- 
tire company to three years' fortress 
detention for what would seem to th« 
non-military mind a. under the circum- 
stances, not very alarming breach of 
discipline 


A certain Captain Adolph von Aren- 


berg while drilling his company, to 
the unbounded surprise of the soldiers 
indulged in a variety of antics and 
grimaces which caused a great num- 
ber of the men to break into laughter. 
The Colonel quickly heard of the affair 
and ordered the whole companv under 
arrest 
Although it turned out that 


Captain von Arenberg was suflermg 
from mental aberration and that his 
condition was such as to render his re- 
moval to an asylum for medical treat- 
ment necessary, the entire company 
was sentenced to three years' deten- 
tion in fortress for the breach of discip- 
line m having laughed at one clothed 
in the uniform of a Captain in the line 
This three years' sentence will ha\e to 
be served in addition to the regular 
term of compulsory service m the 
army 


Another instance of the rigidity of 


the German militarv code comes trom 
Hanover 
A young Lieutenant of Uh- 


lans was riding along the Georgtn- 
strasse 
when 
his 
horse 
balked 


and 
got 
in 
the 
way 
of 
a 


passing coal-cart. 
The shaft of the 


cart struck the officer's horse and 
the latter spoke some sharp words to 
the driver 
This driver, who, it ap- 


pears, was a good Hanoverian, with a 
strong hatred for all Prussians, got 
angry in turn 
As he drove quickly on 


he struck the officer twice over the 
shoulder with his whip 
The young 


Lieutenant, his eyes blaring with fury, 
made a violent effort to reach his as- 
sailant, with whom it would doubtless 
have fared badly had he succeeded 
But he was hindered by a crush of 
traffic 
and the offending coal-cart 


dn\er succeeded in making good his 
escape 
The Lieutenant was promptly 


cashiered Why' Because a gross in- 
sult had been offered in his person to 
the German military uniform and ha 
had not succeeded m avpnging it 
Un- 


der the German Hw he would ha\e 
been ]ustified in cutting his assulant 
down or in running him through the 
body Is not this keeping up the raoiale 
of the armj witn a vengeance3
